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STAFFING ALLOCATIONS APPROVED 


Board Approves 
New Position Of 
LAN Technician

The school board approved the 
new position of computer LAN 
technician at Monday night’s meet¬ 
ing. The classified position will re¬ 
place the part-time technology job 
now held by Kent Dillingham who 
will retire at the end of the school 
year. Superintendent Charles Prof¬ 
fitt said he hopes to find a candidate 
certified in the local area network 
so that those duties do not have to 
be contracted out. Applications are 
currently being accepted. 

The job description for that po¬ 
sition combines the responsibilies 
of Dillingham and Karen Wallace. 
The work involved will be done by 
a two-person team. 

The board also approved SBDM 
staffing allocations for 2013-2014. 
Staffing for the elementary school 
will include 20.9 teachers, 3.5 clas¬ 
sified personnel and 2.5 custodians. 
The junior-senior high staffing will 
be made up of 20.3 teachers, 5.9 
classified positions and 2.5 custodi¬ 


ans. Each school has one full time 
principal. An assistant principal, a 
guidance counselor and a media spe¬ 
cialist are shared by the two schools. 

The treasurer’s report showed 
a balance of $1,485,043.42 at the 
end of February. The general fund 
balance of $1,471,488.47 was 
$36,549.53 less than at this time 
last year. According to treasurer 
Jenny Bruce, this is a great im¬ 
provement over previous months. 

Elementary principal Jennifer 
Ward reported that the spring test¬ 
ing schedule is in place. Teachers 
are doing formative assessments, 
and the last round of MAP test¬ 
ing will take place in April. The 
CSIP goals are being placed in a 
data base which will make track¬ 
ing progress and working on future 
improvement plans more efficient. 

Kevin Stockman, junior-senior 
high principal, is also working on 
his school’s testing schedule. This 
includes AP and end-of-course ex-

City Takes Steps For Emergency Preparedness

The city of Dawson 
Springs has taken the first 
steps toward setting up an 
emergency preparedness 
plan through the Kentucky 
League of Cities. Council 
members heard a presenta¬ 
tion Monday night from Joe 
Isaacs, a KLC representative 
who demonstrated My Agil¬ 
ity, the computer program 
designed to keep cities run¬ 
ning during an emergency 
situation. 


City clerk Janet Dunbar 
met earlier with Isaacs to 
discuss the template which 
will be filled in with contact 
information for city officials 
as well as information about 
necessary power sources, 
space, technology and com¬ 
munications. The program, 
which is free through the 
city’s property insurance, 
would help KLC to assist 
Dawson Springs if disaster 
strikes. 

My Agility is based on 
what was learned at West 


Liberty when that city was 
devastated by a tornado on 
March 2, 2012. 

“If you talk to the folks 
at West Liberty, this would 
have been a lifesaver,” Isaa¬ 
cs said. 

“If something were to 
come to our door, we want to 
be as prepared as possible,” 
Mayor Jenny Sewell added. 

City attorney Ben Leon¬ 
ard updated the council on 
the cable franchise negotia¬ 
tions. Leonard said his office 
continues discussion with 


the cable company concern¬ 
ing a local programming op¬ 
tion as part of the contract 
negotiations. At some point a 
company representative will 
come to Dawson Springs to 
determine if the city has ad¬ 
equate means to secure the 
broadcast equipment. 

Although the process has 
been delayed several times 
since negotiations began in 
November, Leonard said his 
contact person is optimistic 
that this will go through. 

Leonard also gave an up¬ 


date on the dilapidated hous¬ 
ing issue. Four lawsuits will 
be served by the end of this 
week, he said, and changes 
should be seen in the next 
eight weeks. 

The council approved a 
municipal order reappoint¬ 
ing Sue Ann Beshears to the 
Recreational Park Board. 
She will serve a four-year 
term of office expiring 
March 19, 2017. 

In the mayor’s supple¬ 
ment, Sewell noted that ef¬ 
forts to obtain $25,000 in 


coal severance funding are 
moving forward. The funds 
will be used for an engineer¬ 
ing study which could lead 
to the lowering of the flood 
plain in Dawson Springs. 

Work involved in the re¬ 
design of police department 
doorways in order to meet 
certification requirements 
was scheduled to begin 
Tuesday.

Predicts Late 
Spring Arrival

Christian County Weather Co¬ 
ordinator Dave Powell predicts 
a late spring for the area, but that 
doesn’t mean we won’t have some 
sneak peaks like last week. 

According to an e-mail from 
Powell, Western Kentucky re¬ 
ceived little snow this winter be¬ 
cause of a phenomenon called the 
“North Atlantic Oscillation.” In ad¬ 
dition, the NAO has set up a barrier 
that blocks warmer air from getting 
in. 

Today is the first official day 
of spring, but Powell said the area 
should expect more cold weather. 

In fact, Powell said the weather 
won’t start to feel like spring until 
April. Even then, Powell predicts 
the area will experience a much 
cooler spring than last year. While 
this will result in lower soil tem¬ 
peratures, he said, it will also help 
the soil retain moisture in prepara¬ 
tion for planting season. This could

A Dawson Springs man received 
a 10-year sentence in Caldwell 
County Circuit Court for a man¬ 
slaughter charge and other offenses 
in connection with a fatal 2011 crash 
east of Princeton.

The charges stemmed from a

To Begin Weed Treatment 


Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet crews will 
begin treating for nox¬ 
ious and nuisance weeds 
throughout the state this 
month. The treatments aid 
in controlling the spread 
of undesirable plants along 
state highway rights of 
way. 

The cabinet, in accor¬ 
dance with KRS 176.051, 
targets Johnson grass, giant 
foxtail, Canada thistle, nod¬ 
ding thistle, multiflora rose, 
black nightshade, wild cu¬ 
cumber and kudzu. 

Property owners can learn 
more about specific treat¬ 
ments in their areas by con¬ 
tacting their district highway 
office. Visit www.transporta- 
tion.ky.gov and click on the 


map for district contact in¬ 
formation. 

Left uncontrolled, nox¬ 
ious weeds can grow so 
large that they interfere 
with a driver’s line of vi¬ 
sion on highways. They 
can also damage pavement 
and embankments and clog 
ditches, causing drainage 
problems. 

Noxious weeds often in¬ 
vade and destroy the road¬ 
side turf grass, leaving these 
areas vulnerable to erosion. 
They can also smother na¬ 
tive plants through rapid 
reproduction and long-term 
persistence. 

Motorists are reminded 
to use extra caution when 
crews spraying for weeds 
are out on the roads.

7 Die On Kentucky Roads 
Mar. 11 Through Mar. 17 


Seven people died in sev¬ 
en separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky roads from March 11 
through March 17. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Allen, Bell, Casey, 
Christian, Pulaski and Trigg. 
The victims in Allen and 
Christian counties were not 
wearing seat belts. The crash 
in Pulaski County involved 
the suspected use of alcohol. 

One pedestrian was killed 
in Jefferson County in a 
crash that involved the sus¬ 


fatalities, 47 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. One 
of the three motorcycle fatal¬ 
ities was not wearing a hel¬ 
met.

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Agricultural Pest Survey Underway Across Kentucky

Kentuckians may soon 
start noticing objects at¬ 
tached to or hanging from 
trees this spring, and chanc¬ 
es are they were put there by 
personnel from the Kentucky 
Office of the State Entomol¬ 
ogist, which is housed at the 
University of Kentucky Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture. 

The 2013 Cooperative 
Agricultural Pest Survey is 
designed to detect and, in 
some cases, eliminate exotic 
pests before they become a 
problem. The survey is a co¬ 
operative effort between the 
UK College of Agriculture 
and state and federal agen¬ 
cies. Each year, personnel 
with the Kentucky Office of 
the State Entomologist set 
out thousands of traps tar¬ 
geting several pests and dis¬ 
eases of concern. 

“We see these surveys as 
an integral part of prevent¬ 
ing the spread of non-native 
pests that can cause econom¬ 
ic damage to our state,” said 
Carl Harper, senior nursery 
inspector. 

Harper, along with fel¬ 
low Office of the State Ento¬ 
mologist personnel Joe Col¬ 
lins, Janet Lensing, Jennie 
Condra, Katie Kittrell and 
J. D. Loan, installed the first 
traps of the season the week 
of March 4. They will install 
more throughout the spring. 

Insects and diseases they 
are surveying this year in¬ 
clude: 

—Emerald ash borer. 
A native to Asia, the small 
green metallic beetle was 
first found in Kentucky in 
2009. Several Kentucky 
counties have the insect, 
and it can move great dis¬ 
tances by the transporta¬ 
tion of firewood. About 950 
purple prism traps will be 
placed in ash trees to moni¬ 
tor the spread of the insect 
in a line roughly from Floyd 
County to Casey County 
to Hancock County to the 
Tennessee border. Biologi¬ 
cal control measures will 
be continued with the hopes 


of reducing the devastating 
effects of the emerald ash 
borer. 

—Pine shoot beetle. The 
pine shoot beetle attacks 
pine trees, killing the tips of 
the tree by boring into the 
stems, which then snap off. 
It’s been discovered in Indi¬ 
ana and Ohio. The traps are 
a series of black funnels that 
will hang from a branch or a 
rope between two trees and 
will be installed in North¬ 
ern Kentucky following the 
Ohio River eastward to Ash¬ 
land. 

—Walnut twig beetle/ 
thousand cankers disease. 
Thousand cankers disease 
is the result of the tiny bark 
beetle that carries a canker- 
producing fungus. As the 
beetle moves beneath the 
bark of walnut branches, it 
creates numerous galleries, 
resulting in fungal infec¬ 
tion and canker formation 
on the branches. While the 
beetle is not known to be in 
Kentucky, it was found in 
Knoxville, Tenn., in 2010. 
Other recent finds include 
around Richmond, Va., and 
the Great Smoky Mountains 
in North Carolina. As with 
the pine shoot beetle, a black 
funnel trap will be used to 
monitor for this insect. 

—Gypsy moth. The Of¬ 
fice of the State Entomolo¬ 
gist has surveyed for the 
gypsy moth for many years, 
and it has been one of its 
most successful programs. 
Infestations have been found 
three times in the survey 
in Kentucky and have all 
been eliminated before they 
could become established. 
The pest, one of the most 
damaging insects to hard¬ 
wood forests and urban 
landscapes, is not currently 
found in the state. Neverthe¬ 
less, about 4,000 tent-shaped 
traps will be placed on trees 
in and around Lexington, 
Louisville, Land Between 
the Lakes, Lake Cumber¬ 
land and from Northern 
Kentucky to Pike County in 
Eastern Kentucky, reaching 
as far south as Montgomery,

Menifee and Floyd counties. 
The traps will be orange, 
green or brown. 

Additionally, inspectors 
will conduct visual surveys 
of trees for the hemlock 
woolly adelgid, Asian long¬ 
horned beetle and the dis¬ 
ease sudden oak death. 

The hemlock woolly 
adelgid has been a threat 
to the state’s hemlock trees 
since it was first found in 
2006 in Southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Surveys for this in¬ 
vasive pest will take place 
in Eastern Kentucky, where 
the vast majority of hemlock 
trees are located. They will 
continue biological control 
measures that have been go¬ 
ing on for several years. 

The Asian longhorned 
beetle is a known pest of 18 
different trees, but it has a 
preference for maple. It was 
recently found in Bethel, 
Ohio. The inspectors will 
focus most of their efforts 
on this pest near state parks. 
Like the emerald ash borer, 
this pest easily spreads by 
moving firewood. 

Sudden oak death is a ma¬ 
jor fungal problem in Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon nurseries 
that results in the death of 
oak trees. While no instanc¬ 
es of this disease have been 
found in Kentucky, many 
nurseries and garden centers 


receive inventory from these 
two states. Rhododendron, a 
plentiful plant in Kentucky 
forests, is a host for this dis¬ 
ease. The inspectors will do 
visual examinations mostly 
at garden centers and nurser¬ 
ies that receive plants from 
the West Coast. If symptom¬ 
atic leaves are found, inspec¬ 
tors will collect and submit 
them to the UK Plant Dis¬ 


ease Diagnostic Laboratory 
to confirm presence of the 
disease. 

Commodity-specific in¬ 
sect surveys will be con¬ 
ducted in Western and East¬ 
ern Kentucky thanks to a 
grant from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. These 
surveys target corn, soybean 
and small grains fields. In¬ 
spectors will monitor for a 


variety of pest insects that 
haven’t been found in the 
state before. In a similar sur¬ 
vey, inspectors will monitor 
the presence of insect pests 
at state parks.

was transported to Regional 
Medical Center, where he 
succumbed to injuries sus¬ 
tained in the crash.

A jury trial had been 
scheduled Jan. 29, but that 
trial was canceled when Al¬ 
fred agreed to a guilty plea 
on an amended charge of 
second-degree manslaughter.

Since the weather isn’t 
cooperating, the only way to 
know for sure we are in the 
last days of March is to turn 
on the television and watch 
some college basketball — 
lots and lots of college bas¬ 
ketball. This is the biggest 
weekend of the year for col¬ 
lege basketball. 

But don’t look for the 
Kentucky Wildcats in the 
NCAA Tournament. Last 
year’s national champions 
aren’t there. They didn’t de¬ 
serve to get an invitation to 
the Big Dance no matter who 
else did — and there are al¬ 
ways problems with who is 
in and who is out. 

The main question this 
year is how can a team (Mis¬ 
souri) finish sixth in their 
conference while many of the 
talking heads say they are a 
“lock” for the tournament. 

Of the five teams which 
finished in front of the Ti¬ 
gers, only Florida was also 
considered a “lock.” The 
only way the Ole Miss Reb¬ 
els got in was by beating 
the Gators in Sunday’s SEC 
championship game. 

That just doesn’t make 
much sense. 

With the number one 
overall seed in this year’s 
tournament and placed in the 
Midwest Region is the Lou¬ 
isville Cardinals, coached 
by everyone’s favorite, Rick 
Pitino. 

This year’s group of 
Cardinals are especially tal¬ 
ented. They sometimes have 
trouble scoring but play de¬ 
fense with such ferocity they 
usually bail themselves out 
when struggling offensively. 

Saturday afternoon in 
Lexington we should see 
what kind of team the Mis¬ 
souri Tigers really are when 
they face the Cardinals — if 
they can first get by Colo¬ 
rado State. 

From there the Cardinals 
should face the St. Louis 
Bilikans. The talking heads 
say this fourth-seeded team 
could give Louisville a good 
run for their money. We’ll 
see. 

Michigan State or Duke 
will most likely face U of L 
in Indianapolis March 31 for 
the right to play in the Fi¬ 
nal Four. Neither team will 
be any match for the hot¬ 
test team in the land as the 
Cardinals will head toward 
“Cafi’lanta, leaving their 
old nemesis, the Cats, back 
home in Lexington. 

This is a good region to 
pick what is almost a guar¬ 
anteed upset in a 5-12 game. 
Oregon, with the 12 seed feels 
they have been snubbed, and 
the Ducks will knock off Tra¬ 
vis Ford’s fifth-seeded Cow¬ 
boys from Oklahoma State. 

The East Region seems 
to be as loaded with good 
teams as the Midwest. 


Indiana and Miami (Fla.) 
are the two top seeds and de¬ 
serve their places of respect. 

The Hoosiers are beat¬ 
able, however, and so are the 
Hurricanes. But unless there 
is a Cinderella in the remain¬ 
ing teams, those two will 
face each other in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., March 30 to play 
for a ticket to the Final Four. 

The battle between these 
two teams should be a good 
one, but the Hurricanes will 
punch a ticket to Atlanta while 
they ask “Hoosier Daddy?” 

One of the biggest upset 
possiblities is also in this 
region. Says here that Da¬ 
vidson is going to sneak by 
Marquette tomorrow night 
in Lexington. 

The South Region isn’t 
the weakest, but it’s close. 
The good news for any Ga¬ 
tor fans out there, this gives 
Billy Donovan’s third- 
seeded Florida team a good 
chance to reach the Final 
Four — that is if they can get 
by the fourth-seeded Michi¬ 
gan Wolverines, who were 
ranked as the best team in 
the country just a month ago. 

But you can write down the 
Gators in the Final Four as this 
region will boast the most up¬ 
sets which will begin when the 
Western Kentucky Hilltoppers 
take down the top-seeded Jay- 
hawks from Kansas. 

But then again, someone 
might pinch me, and that 
turns out to be only a dream. 

That brings us to the West 
Region, truly the weakest 
of the bunch, headed by the 
Gonzaga Bulldogs — a very 
good team, but not as good 
as any of the two seeds. 

Pittsburgh, Wisconsin and 
Kansas State all play with lots 
of muscle and one of them 
will muscle the Zags right out 
of the tournament and send 
them back to Spokane. 

In the bottom of this 
bracket, the Buckeyes from 
Ohio State will out play the 
Lobos from New Mexico, 
then beat any of those three 
teams that sent Mark Few’s 
Zags packing earlier. 

All that means the Final 
Four will be Louisville, Ohio 
State, Florida and Miami 
(Fla.), with the Cadinals play¬ 
ing the Gators April 8 for the 
national championship. 

Rick Pitino’s team will 
beat his star pupil’s team to 
bring the trophy back to Ken¬ 
tucky — this time dressed in 
red instead of blue. 

After losing a bet earlier 
in the year to Kerry Oliver, 
some time during this year’s 
March Madness I’ll be seen 
around town sporting a red 
Louisville shirt. 

I don’t own any of the red 
pieces of cloth, but it will be 
much easier for me to wear 
red than it would have been 
for Kerry to wear blue. At 
this point in the year, I say, 
“Go Cardinals!” 

Kerry never, ever, not in 
a million years, would say, 
“Go Wildcats!”

“Woe unto you, lawyers,” 
Jesus Christ himself once 
said. 

Fast forward 20 centuries 
and Christ could have had 
the personal-injury, ambu¬ 
lance-chasing kind of lawyer 
in mind. 

You’ve seen these law- 
benders’ brand of advertis¬ 
ing: targeting doctors do¬ 
ing their best to alleviate 
patients’ pain through joint 
replacements or soliciting 
victims of diseases you’ve 
never heard of. 

It matters not wheth¬ 
er the physicians give it 
their God’s-honest best 
shot after conferring the 
risks with their patients. 
They still tote a bulls-eye 
in Kentucky’s target-rich, 
litigious environment - 
compliments of the ambu¬ 
lance chasers. 

Plaintiffs are reassured 


they won’t pay if they lose. 
Of course if they win, they 
usually fork over up to a 
third of their awards to 
these legal leeches. 

So it’s no surprise that 
“the lawyers” and their en¬ 
ablers during the current 
Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly session are the ones 
railing against common- 
sense proposals to bring 
some sanity to reckless 
lawsuits designed to take 
out the caretakers of the el¬ 
derly. 

But some reasonable leg¬ 
islators, including Sen.

General Assembly 
Fails Again 


The 13-year experiment 
in Kentucky politics that is 
annual legislative sessions 
should be ended. 

The General Assembly 
has proven once again in 
2013 that the hypothesis of 
better governance through 
annual sessions is simply 
wrong. In fact, the yearly 
scheduled convergence of 
the commonwealth’s 138 
legislators upon Frankfort 
has served as little more than 
a steady reminder of their 
collective deficiencies in 
leadership. 

It was in 2000 when Ken¬ 
tucky voters were duped into 
believing that if they passed 
a constitutional amendment 
allowing annual sessions — 
60 days in even-numbered 
years, 30 in others — the 
statehouse would operate 
more productively. Let it be 
noted that with more than 1.1 
million voters on the issue, 
the measure passed by only 
52,204 ballots. So almost 
as many voters as not were 
seasoned enough in Ken¬ 
tucky politics to know that 
the mention of an efficient 
and effective Frankfort is no 
more than an oxymoron. 

Naively handing more 
power to state lawmakers 
who so artfully ask for such 
is hardly unique to Kentuck¬ 
ians. There has been a sys¬ 
temic growth of government 
in statehouses across the na¬ 
tion in the last half-century. 
In the early 1960s, 31 state 
legislatures met only bien¬ 
nially. Today, that number is 
a mere four as the reach of 
government has grown and 
its efficiency withered. 

In Kentucky, since the ini¬ 


tial 30-day session opened in 
2001, lawmakers will have 
convened 666 days at the 
close of the current assembly 
later this month. Seventy-six 
of those days have come in 
the form of 10 special ses¬ 
sions. In the same 13 years 
prior to the 2001 session, 
lawmakers met for a com¬ 
bined 107 fewer days. 

The legislative body of 
the Bluegrass State in whole 
has evidenced an inability to 
rise above petty partisan pol¬ 
itics that derail solutions to 
real problems facing the resi¬ 
dents of the commonwealth. 
This year is no different. Of 
1,064 bills and resolutions 
filed in the current session, 
only a handful had made it 
to the governor’s desk after 
the gavel fell Tuesday on the 
28th day of the 30-day ses¬ 
sion. Of the few measures 
that have reached Gov. Steve 
Beshear, none include big 
ticket items like redistricting, 
pension reform, an overhaul 
of the tax system, creating 
a framework for industrial 
hemp production and atten¬ 
tion to medicaid issues. 

With only two more leg¬ 
islative days remaining and 
a bevy of important loose 
ends yet to be tied, another 
special session looms at a 
cost to taxpayers of $60,000 
per day in order to conclude 
the business of the com¬ 
monwealth in 2013. So after 
13 years, the only hypoth¬ 
esis legislators have proven 
about lawmaking in Ken¬ 
tucky is that the most effi¬ 
cient statehouse is one void 
of their presence.

examine the evidence of 
malpractice claims and 
determine whether a com¬ 
plaint against a nursing 
home is warranted. 

While the panel’s ex¬ 
pert opinion is limited only 
to determining whether 
the nursing home in ques¬ 
tion breached medical-care 
standards and is non-bind¬ 
ing in court, its decision 
would be admissible and 
carry considerable weight 
with juries. 

At least 16 states — in¬ 
cluding neighboring Indiana 
and Virginia — require med¬ 
ical liability or malpractice 
cases be heard by screening 
panels before being placed 
on court dockets. 

However, Kentucky’s 
ambulance chasers and 
their politician-enablers in 
Frankfort are fighting vig¬ 
orously against this idea 
because it attacks a source 
of easy money for the law¬ 
yers.

al industry - to make more 
money.” 

I’m certain Hiestand 
does not appreciate all law¬ 
yers being labeled as mon¬ 
ey-grubbing parasites.

Governor Signs Graduation Bill 


Calling it “one of my 
most satisfying acts as gov¬ 
ernor,” Gov. Steve Beshear 
signed into law the Gradu¬ 
ation Bill (Senate Bill 97), 
which will keep Kentucky 
students enrolled in school 
until they turn 18. 

Gov. Beshear and first 
lady Jane Beshear have 
joined educators and child 
advocates to fight for this 
bill’s passage for the past 
five legislative sessions. A 
late-session compromise 
among legislators led to the 
approval of SB97, which al¬ 
lows school districts to opt 
in to the higher dropout age 
immediately. Once 55 per¬ 
cent of school districts adopt 
the policy, all remaining dis¬ 
tricts must then adopt the 
standard within four years. 

“Finally, we have agreed to 
stop jeopardizing our students’ 
futures by allowing them to 
leave school before they’re 
even eligible for a driver’s li¬ 
cense. Now, we are holding 
them to 21st century expecta¬ 
tions of education and train¬ 
ing,” said Beshear. “The days 
of dropping out of high school 
and expecting a dependable, 
well-paying job are long gone. 
This bill will not only keep stu¬ 
dents on track for a high school 
diploma, but it will ensure we 
have a better-trained, better- 
prepared workforce, which 
will pay off for our state for 
decades to come.” 


“Allowing students to leave 
school at 16 is an antiquated 
practice that has hindered 
our citizens’ progress for far 
too long,” said first lady Jane 
Beshear. “School districts now 
have the tools to keep these 
students engaged and learning 
throughout high school, cre¬ 
ating stronger, self-sufficient 
adults who will be responsible, 
contributing members of their 
communities.” 


“This bill is an economic 
win for Kentucky and an 
even bigger win for the stu¬ 
dents who otherwise may 
not have stayed in school,” 
said Education Commission¬ 
er Terry Holliday. “I echo the 
governor’s appreciation for 
the General Assembly and 
others who supported this 
bill and thank him as well as 
the first lady for their contin¬ 
ued leadership on this issue.”

Basketball fans who root for teams 
at half dozen universities in 
Kentucky know Hood could have 
been an effective player “some¬ 
where else.” 

Retro message is not new, but 
remains hard truth: A multitude of 
Kentucky sons have dreamed of 
playing at Kentucky or Louisville, 
but those who wanted to play 
instead of watch, examined schol¬ 
arship options at other state 
schools. 

10. If the Wizard of Westwood 
was picking winner of the John R. 
Wooden college player of the year 
Award, his choice would be the 
kid with a 3.7 GPA and Big East 
Scholar Athlete of the Year, and 
heart of his team, Peyton Siva at 
Louisville.

Cave Run Lake: 


Best Place To Fish For Muskies

Cave Run Lake has been Kentucky’s top muskellunge 
fishing destination since the lake first reached summer pool 
in 1974. 

The lake’s reputation was built on its rugged beauty and 
its accessibility, lying just minutes south of Interstate 64. 
The sheer number of quality muskellunge produced through 
the decades also bolstered Cave Run’s reputation. 

March is the traditional start of muskie fishing on the 
8,270-acre reservoir in Daniel Boone National Forest. 

“When water temperatures start to rise into the 40s, 
muskies go into spawning mode and move into the shallows 
at the heads of creeks,” said Tony Grant, a muskie fishing 
guide on Cave Run Lake since 1989. “They are drawn to 
waters running into the lake.” 

Anglers look for stained water because it’s often a few 
degrees warmer. The influx of nutrients attracts shad and 
other baitfish. Some of the best areas of the lake to fish in 
early spring are Warix Run, Caney Creek and Scott Creek, 
which have broad shallow mud flats that warm up fast on 
sunny days. 



Grant fishes downsized lures when the water is still cold; 
mostly lipless crankbaits with loud rattles, such as the one- 
ounce Rattlin’ Shad or Rat’ L Trap. 

As the water warms up into the 50s, he casts 5- to 6-inch 
shallow-running crankbaits and up to U/i-ounce spinner- 
baits. “Later in the spring muskies begin to move out onto 
the mid-creek points, and eventually to the main lake,” said 
Grant. “They get deeper as the warm weather progresses.” 

Every spring the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources samples the lake’s muskie population by 
electrofishing. 

“Through the years we’ve found that muskies are distrib¬ 
uted throughout all sections of the lake in March,” said Fred 
Howes, northeastern fisheries biologist for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “We find excellent numbers of 30-inch and 
larger muskies.” 

Howes said he believes little if any natural reproduction 


Asian Carp Tourney Yields 40 Tons 


Commercial anglers netted nearly 83,000 pounds of 
Asian carp during the country’s first freshwater commercial 
fishing tournament. 

Barry Mann claimed the top prize of $10,000 after haul¬ 
ing 28,670 pounds of fish from Kentucky and Barkley lakes 
during the two-day tournament held March 12-13. 

“We were in them all day long,” said Mann, of Benton. 
“They were still jumping around the boat when we had to 
leave. What we went for was 20,000 pounds. We were 
pleased with our weight.” 

Ron Brooks, fisheries director for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources, said the tourna¬ 
ment underscored the enormity of Asian carp issues in two 
of Kentucky’s most economically and recreationally impor¬ 
tant reservoirs — as well as other areas in the state. 

“Kentucky waters are infested with Asian carp,” Brooks 
said. “The 40 tons of carp removed during this tournament 
is not insignificant, but this is only a drop in the proverbial 
bucket. The results were as clear as is the message: We 
must employ the commercial industry to remove Asian 
carp.” 

Two species of Asian carp — bighead carp and silver 
carp — are plankton feeders and do not take bait off a hook 
like a sport fish. Brooks noted that these carp over harvest 
plankton, which are the base of the aquatic food chain. Carp 
threaten the well-being of native fish and mussels by 
removing this source of nutrition. 

Twenty-one commercial fishing teams originally signed 
up for the tournament. The number dropped to 15 on open¬ 
ing day, then to 11 teams as some fishermen dropped far 
behind Mann’s team and the team of Heath Frailley, the 
runner-up. 

Frailley, a resident of Calhoun, brought back 22,000 
pounds of carp. His team earned the $4,000 second-place 
prize. 

Owen Trainer of Sturgis secured third place and a $3,000 
prize with 7,790 pounds of fish. Ben Duncan, who only 
fished one day, won $2,000 for fourth place for 7,160

pounds of fish. Joe Bommarito took fifth place and a 
$1,000 prize with 4,340 pounds of fish. 

Department officials had hoped that each team would 
harvest 5,000 pounds of fish a day to meet the tournament 
goal of 200,000 pounds. The most experienced teams man¬ 
aged to exceed the daily goal. 

Volunteer monitors for the tournament came from 
Maine, Tennessee, Illinois, Missouri and Kentucky. The 
monitors noted that sport fish species such bass, bluegill, 
catfish, and crappie were rarely caught in the nets during 
the tournament. Sport fish were released immediately. 

Brooks wants to hold more tournaments. “The numbers 
of carp are becoming alarming in many waters, including 
Kentucky and Barkley lakes,” he said. “Tournaments are 
currently this department’s only tool for removing measur¬ 
able quantities of Asian carp.” 

Brooks said the department has learned much from this 
pilot tournament and plans to have more if funding can be 
found to give impetus to commercial fishermen to fish the 
two reservoirs. “The number of tournaments is dependent 
upon, of course, funding,” he said. “We need sponsors and 
we need donations.” 

The first Asian carp commercial fishing tournament was 
successful because of key sponsors such as the League of 
Kentucky Sportsmen, Cabelas and the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation. 

Those wishing to support future tournaments through 
donations can do so online at www.kentuckywildlife.com. 

Tournaments will continue until fish processing plants 
can be built to support the existing market for Asian carp. 
That could generate the prices needed by commercial fish¬ 
ermen to make Asian carp worth their while.

by muskies occurs in the lake. The population is maintained 
through annual stockings of about 2,800 12- to 13-inch 
juvenile muskies. 

“The number stocked can fluctuate from year to year, 
based on spawning success at the Minor Clark Fish 
Hatchery,” said Howes. The hatchery is just below the dam. 

Survival of the stocked muskies is good. Typically by 
age five, a muskie in Cave Run Lake has reached the 
36-inch minimum size limit and weighs about 13.5 pounds. 

There is a good carryover of larger fish because so many 
anglers practice catch and release. 

“Based on 2007 data, we estimate that about 61 percent 
of the 36-inch or longer muskies caught were released,” 
said Howes. “That high catch-and-release rate maintains a 
quality fishery.” 

Since its impoundment, Cave Run Lake has produced 
two state record muskies, including the current record: a 
47-pounder caught on Nov. 2, 2008 by Sarah K. Terry of 
Mt. Sterling. 

The license year expired Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll need to 
buy a new fishing license to fish now. 

Licenses and permits may also be purchased online from 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov or 
by calling 1-877-598-2401.

Sciatica Often Leaves on 
Its Own 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
I have had sciatica for two 
and a half months. Even 
though I am better than at I 
was first, I am taking forever 
to fully recover. I have had 
chiropractic treatments and 
physiotherapy. 

My doctor tells me it will 
go away on its own. Books 
that I have read say that 
most recover in six weeks. 
It’s going on three months 
for me. 

I also had vasculitis 
(Henoch-Schonlein purpu¬ 
ra). I haven’t experienced 
any symptoms for a cou¬ 
ple of years. I have been 
feeling nauseated and have 
had loose BMs and the odd 
stomachache. A red spot 
appeared on my leg a few 
days ago. Do you think the 
vasculitis is playing a role in 
my delay in recovery? — J.B. 

ANSWER: I’ll describe 
the typical pain of sciatica, 
and you see if the descrip¬ 
tion fits your pain. The sciat¬ 
ic nerve is the body’s largest 
and longest nerve. It travels 
from the lower back, down 
the leg to the ankle or foot. 
Pressure on the nerve from a 
protruding back disk, a bone 
spur or anything that com¬ 
presses the nerve brings on 
sharp or burning pain run¬ 
ning down the side and back 
of the leg to the foot. 

Pulling the knees to the 


chest and holding that posi¬ 
tion for 20 seconds produces 
sciatica pain. 

The pain of sciatica often 
lessens and disappears in 
one or two months. 

The X-ray report you 
included doesn’t rule in or 
rule out sciatica. If the pain 
persists, an MRI or CT scan 
provides additional informa¬ 
tion. You are improving, so I 
think eventually you should 
be pain-free. 

Vasculitis is an inflam¬ 
mation of blood vessels, 
and Henoch-Schonlein 
(HE-knock SURN-line) pur¬ 
pura is one kind of vascu¬ 
litis. Children get this ill¬ 
ness more than adults do. 
Red blotches that turn into 
bruises (purpura) pop up on 
the buttocks and legs. Joint 
pain, abdominal pain, nau¬ 
sea, vomiting and diarrhea 
(or constipation) also arise. 
In the first year after recov¬ 
ery, relapses are common. 

If your current stomach 
troubles worsen or you see 
more red blotches, get back 
to the doctor who took care 
of you before. I don’t believe 
that HS, if it is returning, is 
interfering with your recov¬ 
ery from sciatica.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
As someone preparing for a 
liver biopsy, please discuss 
the procedure, recovery and 
possible side effects. — R.J. 

ANSWER: Doctors per¬ 
form a liver biopsy with a 
needle attached to a suc¬ 
tion device that can capture 
a thin piece of the organ 
for microscopic examina¬ 
tion. The needle is inserted 
through the skin over the 
liver. First the doctor cleans 
the skin with an antiseptic 
and often numbs it. The pro¬ 
cedure takes less than a min¬ 
ute. You return home shortly 
thereafter. 

Side effects are rare. 
Bleeding is possible. So is 
infection. Neither happens 
frequently. 

You don’t have to prepare 
yourself in any special way.

More Than 200 Scouts 
Take Part In Pathfinder 


More than 200 Boy 
Scouts from about 18 troops 
took part in a Pathfinder 
event at the Henry Higginson 
Wildlife Refuge in Union 
County Saturday. Scouts and 
leaders from across Western 
Kentucky and as far away 
as Lexington and Belleville, 
Ill., took on the challenge 
of navigating cross country 
with only a topographical 
map and compass. 

According to event co¬ 
ordinator Paul Loxley, the 
tough terrain of the wild¬ 
life refuge provided quite a 
challenge to even the most 
experienced scouts. Before 
heading out in teams of two, 
scouts had to show they had 
a list of appropriate supplies 
for a stay in the wilderness, 
such as food, water, a first 
aid kit, fire-starting supplies, 
a knife, plus rope and other 
materials to build an emer¬ 
gency shelter. 

Scouts headed out at 


approximately 9 a.m., at¬ 
tempting to make a circuit 
of six checkpoints and fin¬ 
ish the course in the re¬ 
quired six-hour time limit. 
The fastest team came in at 
about three hours. While 
scouts could occasionally 
follow established trails 
and back roads at times, 
most of their cross coun¬ 
try trek covered fields and 
woodlands between the 
checkpoints. 

This may be the last year 
for the Pathfinder course. It 
started about 10 years ago in 
the Land Between The Lakes 
National Recreation Area. 
After two years, it moved to 
the wildlife refuge in Union 
County. The scouts would 
like the event to continue but 
need new leaders to step up 
to keep it going. If enough 
volunteers aren’t found in 
time to plan a Pathfinder 
event for 2014, this could be 
the final year.

Walker put the cash into 
the restaurant’s tip jar. 

Don Parsons, the owner 
of Stinky & Coco’s, was in 
the back of the restaurant 
when the Collins family 
gave Walker the tip. 

“I didn’t know what was 
going on,” Parson said. “But 
it was very nice of her (to put 
the money in the tip jar.) I’d 
like to think we’d all do the 
same. It’s a small staff here, 
so we’re all close.” 

The Collins family has 
traveled from Texas to Flor¬ 
ida to Ohio to give tips at 
various restaurants. 

Seth said it’s a moment of 
relief to give away the mon¬ 
ey after holding it through 
the meal. 

“It’s fulfilling, heart¬ 
warming. It’s an overwhelm¬ 
ing joy,” he said. 

Tina said Aaron was al¬ 
ways very generous with his 
money and worked for Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity.
